I've invented an electronic one page 
purchasing system to eliminate 7 purchasing forms and 8 points of verification, and am faced 
with the intricacies of patent approval for the first time, along with being confined to a small 
Kansas town of 1 ,200 people. 

My present patent dilemma is to satisfy the needs of the Examiner who is trying hard to work 
with me. The application was final rejected May 9, 2003. However it appeared to be on going 
because it called for a response and referred to claims pending. Complying with the 3 month's 
deadline, I responded to the Examiners rejections on July 21, and received an Advisory 
Action of August 22, with another list of requirements, therefore, I assumed my July appeal 
would carry through the total six months available for appeal. This I responded to on October 
1 0. I received a call from the Examiner on October 28 telling me that my October 1 0 response 
couldn't be acted upon as it extended into the second half of the six month's period, and I 
should take action to continue my application beyond November 9. The Examiner 
recomrripnded getting the advice of the Department's Independent Inventor's Service, who 
confirmed the need for a Request for Continued Extension of Time, but didn't mention the 
apparent need for the second half of the six month's period which I thought would be covered 
by the Extension. 

I just had a call from the Examiner telling me of this need which is why I'm petitioning for this 
extension of time from August 9 to November 9 Unfortunately, I'm having difficulty in paying 
the $385 required for the Request for Continued Extension beyond November 9. and am 
desperately in need of your assistance in granting the extension between August 9 and 
November 9, without a fee, to secure my application approval.
